Enrolment dips again 


With late registration on campus draw¬ 
ing to a close earlier this week, it 
appeared that undergraduate enrolment 
at UVic will be down close to three per 
cent for the 1985-86 Winter Session, com¬ 
pared to 1984-85. 

After several years of rapidly increas¬ 
ing enrolment, this marks the second 
year in a row that UVic enrolment fig¬ 
ures have declined In 1984,the enrolment 
drop was 4.3 per cent. 

Early figures indicate a substantial 
drop in post-graduate enrolment partic¬ 
ularly in part-time studies, with 18 per 
fewer graduate students enrolled than at 
this time last year. 

Administrative Registrar Gordon 
Smiley said there were 8,987 students 
registered by the end of gymnasium reg¬ 
istration Sept. 4, compared to 9,244 stu¬ 
dents at the same time in 1984. 

For the second year in a row, first-year 
enrolment has declined dramatically, 
down 13 per cent compared to a decrease 
of 16 per cent in 1984. 

Smiley said there were several factors 
that could have played a part in the dec¬ 
lining first-year enrolment. “The pool of 
Grade 12 students in B.C. is continuing 
to decline and the percentage of Grade 
12 graduates within that pool is also dec¬ 
lining,” he said. 

Smiley pointed out that UVic draws a 
proportionately larger number of first- 
year students from non-urban areas of 
B.C. than the two lower mainland uni¬ 
versities. ‘The cost of living away from 
home, combined with high unemploy¬ 
ment and lack of student grants may 
also have affected our numbers.” 

He said the University of British 
Columbia and Simon Fraser University 
appear to have about the same under¬ 
graduate numbers as last year. 

Smiley said tougher UVic require¬ 
ments for Grade 12 graduates may also 
have had an effect this year on enrol¬ 
ment figures. 

He said one bright spot in the enrol¬ 
ment figures is that while first year 
enrolment was down by 400 students in 
19 84the total of year two students in 
1985 has decreased by only 130 students. 

Smiley noted that any expectations of 
higher numbers of B.C. college transfer 


students have not materialized. “Stu¬ 
dents who in our ‘no-show’ survey last 
year indicated that they would be 
transferring to a university after a year 
or so at college are not showing up yet.” 

There are 2,660 part-time students 
enrolled at the undergraduate level, 
representing 28.6 per cent of students.

Chapel service 

An interfaith worship service, with par¬ 
ticipation by representatives of many of 
the world’s major religions, will be held 
Sept. 18 at the new interfaith chapel on 
the UVic campus. 

The service, which begins at 7:30 p.m., 
marks the first religious ceremony at the 
new facility, after the official opening in 
June of this year. 

The chapel, built from private dona¬ 
tions, is open to the general public as 
well as to the university community. 

The five university chaplains, repres¬ 
enting the Anglican, Lutheran, United 
and Roman Catholic religions, will pro 
vide the opening remarks, followed by 
the invocation from Rabbi Victor 
Rein stein. 

Muslim Yosuf Ebrahim, Buddhist 
Roger Graves and Ehsan Erfanifar of 
the Bahai faith, Catholic Sister Judi 
Morin and Rabbi Reinstein will offer 
prayers and scripture readings. 

The address will be given by Dr. Bert 
King, retired pastor of Metropolitan 
United Church, who was active in both 
the planning and fund-raising stages of 
the chapel building. 

Closing remarks will be provided by 
Ron Shepherd, Anglican Bishop of B.C. 
and Bill Howie, United Church Presby¬ 
ter officer. Remi DeRoo, Catholic Bishop 
of Victoria, will give the closing 
benediction. 

The UVic Chamber Singers, under the 
direction of Bruce More, will perform. 


After 16 years as a secretary at UVic, 
Diana Spencer has left her job to follow a 
lifelong dream, but she hasn’t left the 
campus.

In Toronto, however, she married 
Francis Spencer before her dream could 
be realized and with the birth of Philip 
that dream had to be put aside. 

She moved to Victoria and started 
work as a secretary in the Purchasing 
Department in 1969, moving to the office 
of the Dean of Arts and Science in 1971. 
In 1975 she became secretary to the Vice- 
President Academic and served in that 
capacity for four VPs including Dr. 
Steve Jennings, Dr. K. George Pedersen, 
Dr. Alfred Fischer and Prof. Murray 
Fraser, the incumbent. 

“I shall miss her,” says Fraser, “but I 
think it is a marvellous thing for her to 
do. She has given outstanding service to 
this university and I have no doubt 
she’ll be successful as a student.

In her position in the vice-president’s 
office, Diana has had dealings with peo¬ 
ple in every area of the campus and 
made many friends. 

“I hope people will keep in touch and I 
expect to see many of my friends on cam¬ 
pus,” she says. 

Enrolled in the first year of Arts and 
Science, Diana plans a career in “one of 
the caring professions”, preferably 
working with young people. 

While it will be a tight financial 
squeeze, she is hoping that she can help 
finance her university career with bur¬ 
saries and scholarships, “if I’m good 
enough.” 

Fraser points out that there will be an 
opportunity for Diana’s friends on cam¬ 
pus to recognize her at a reception that 
he is organizing. Her friends may also 
spot her on the way to classes, pursuing 
that lifelong dream.

Walls, who resigned this summer as 
director of UVic's Centre for Pacific and 
Oriental Studies after seven years, will 
speak Sept. 23 in Room 159 of the Begbie 
Building, beginning at 8 p.m. 

His topic is “Wit and Humour 
Through the Popular Performing Arts in 
China”. 


lecture series 

Walls' lecture marks the beginning of 
the 62nd vear in which the Association 
has organized a lecture series. The ser¬ 
ies is a bargain, with 10 lectures for $5 or 
$1 at the door for individual lectures. 
Students are admitted free of charge. All 
proceeds go towards scholarships for 
UVic students. 

Walls spent two years from July of 
1981 as secretary for cultural and scien¬ 
tific affairs at the Canadian embassy in 
Peking. He describes his lecture as a new 
look at the similarities and contrasts in 
humor in China and Canada. “It is sur¬ 
prising how many fundamental similar¬ 
ities there are between the two,” he says. 

His lecture, illustrated with slides, will 
examine the foundation of wit and 
humor in China, from puns to the Chi¬ 
nese equivalent of our stand-up come¬ 
dian, the storyteller in tea houses. 

The second lecture, Oct. 28, is by Dr. 
Jean Elder of the Department of History 
at the University of British Columbia 
who will speak on “English Medieval 
Castles: Defense and Discomfort”. 

Other speakers in the series include 
UVic professors Dr. Peter Baskerville of 
the History Department, Dr. Gerald 
Poulton of the Chemistry Department, 
Dr. R.C. Terry of the English Depart¬ 
ment and Dr. Verena Tunnicliffe of the 
Biology department. 

Artist and weaver Carol Sabiston, Dr. 
Richard Pearson of the Department of 
Anthropology and Sociology at UBC 
and Dr. Allen Batten of the Dominion 
Astrophysical Observatory are other 
speakers in the series.

Stewart gave a decade of service 


The Board of Governors (BOG) is 
expected to elect a new chairman at its 
Sept. 16 meeting. 

Victoria lawyer Ian Stewart 
announced at the July meeting of the 
BOG that he would not be offering him¬ 
self for a further term following the com¬ 
pletion in August of his three-year term. 

Stewart was first appointed to the 
BOG in April of 1976. He was re¬ 
appointed in 1978, but resigned a year 
later to take a position on the Universi¬ 
ties Council of British Columbia where 
he served for three years. 

In August of 1982, he returned to the 
UVic BOG and was appointed chairman 
that year, filling the position until the 
completion of his term in August of this 
year. 

President Dr. Howard Petch paid trib¬ 
ute to Stewart at the July BOG meeting 
and called him a “pillar of strength, par¬ 
ticularly during the past three years 
when so much energy has been placed 
into managing more efficiently.” 
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“I'm probably the only person aware 
of how much help you've given to this 
university and I appreciate the support 
you've provided for me.” 

Stewart said he had been pleased to 


work with “the president and the presi¬ 
dent's men”. He congratulated students, 
staff and faculty for coping with reduced 
funding and a time of turmoil.

Caroline Midgley of Victoria, former 
director of information at Carleton Uni¬ 
versity, has been appointed co-ordinator 
of UVic's Communications and Public 
Relations office, effective August 26. 

As co-ordinator, Midgley is responsi¬ 
ble for the development and manage¬ 
ment of the university's public relations 
activities, media relationships and com¬ 
munications to the public regarding the 
programs and activities of the univer¬ 
sity and its faculty and staff. Communi¬ 
cations and Public Relations activities 
include publication of the Ring, opera¬ 
tion of the Speakers' Bureau and liaison 
with the Alumni Association. 

With policy direction from the presi¬ 
dent, she reports to the director of Uni¬ 
versity Extension and Community 
Relations.

From 1982 she 
has operated Midgley and Associates, a 
personal development/management 
consulting firm in Victoria. She has 
been a public relations consultant in 
Victoria since 1979, and developed and 
implemented a program for public rela¬ 
tions and fund-raising for Kaleidoscope 
Theatre Productions.

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Series tackles 
forestry issues 

Critical issues in the forest industry will 
be examined in a siz-part seminar series, 
beginning Sept. 25 on campus. 

Speakers in the Environmental 
Seminar Series include representatives 
of the provincial government, industry, 
academia, research organizations, 
labor, politicians, environmental groups 
and the legal profession. 

British Columbia Forests—Critical 
Issues has been organized by UVic’s 
Environmental Studies Program, the 
Environmental Studies Students’ Asso¬ 
ciation and the Alma Mater Society. 

The series will run for six Wednesdays 
from 7 to 9 p.m. in Room 168 of the Elliott 
Building, winding up Oct. 30 with an 
open forum including a panel with 
representation from the Government, 
Opposition, Ministry of Forests, Inter¬ 
national Woodworkers’ Association, 
Canadian Forestry Association and 
other organizations. 

The aim of the seminar is “to facilitate 
an exchange among the major interests 
of sound forestry options and criti¬ 
cisms,” according to an Environmental 
Studies spokesman. 

“The issues must be discussed, as only 
by this method will understanding be 
reached. 

The first session, “Trees, Money and 
People” will present an overview of the 
B.C. forest sector including revenue and 
employment. The keynote address will 
be given by Darcy Booth of the Univer¬ 
sity of British Columbia on “the recom¬ 
mendations of the Nillsen report”. 
Responses will come from Ken Drushka, 
author of Stumped—The Forest Indus¬ 
try in Transition , and Dr. Gerry Walters 
of UVic's Economics Department. 


Vernon conducts 
at Music School 


Timothy Vernon, acclaimed as one of 
the most notable conducting personali¬ 
ties to have emerged recently on the 
Canadian scene, has joined UVic's 
School of Music as a Visiting Conductor 
for 1985-86. 

Acknowledged as one of Canada's 
leading musicians, Vernon be£an his 
studies in music at the Victoria Conser¬ 
vatory of Music. Further studies in 
Europe led to his receiving diplomas 
from the Academie Internationale d’Ete, 
Nice; the Nederlandse Omroep Sticht- 
ing, Hilversum (Franco Ferrara); the 
Academmia Chigiana, Siena (Ferrara); 
and the Mozarteum, Salzburg. He gradu¬ 
ated from the Vienna Academy with 
highest honours in 1971. 

Of his musicianship, Hans Swarow- 
sky, head of the Conducting School of 
the Vienna State Academy, under whom 
he studied, commented, “... an excellent, 
secure, commanding conducting person¬ 
ality. Both with the orchestra and the 
public, he enjoyed very great success on 
the occasion of his first concerts. I con¬ 
sider Mr. Vernon to be a great talent...” 

Vernon is well known to Victorians 
^from his ongoing association with 
Pacific Opera, for which he is Artistic 
Director and Principal Conductor. Dur¬ 
ing his tenure with the School of Music, 
Vernon will be conductor for the Univer¬ 
sity of Victoria Chorus and Orchestra, 
replacing George Corwin, who will be on 
study leave for the 1985-86 academic 
year. 

During the fall term, the UVic Orches¬ 
tra will be heard in a free concert in the 
University Centre Auditorium, Oct 25. 
The Chorus and Orchestra will be fea¬ 
tured in concert Nov. 30, with proceeds 
from the performance to benefit a scho¬ 
larship in Music. 










Newman joins UVic faculty 


Peter C. Newman, outstanding Cana¬ 
dian writer and editor, will become a pro¬ 
fessor in the Department of Creative 
Writing at UVic this fall. 

The former editor of Maclean s maga¬ 
zine and former editor-in-chief of the 
country’s largest newspaper The 
Toronto Star, Newman has expanded 
the scope of journalism during his quar¬ 
ter century working in the craft. 

In addition to his impact on Canada’s 
daily and periodical press, Newman has 
written several books including Rene¬ 
gade in Power , The Canadian Establish¬ 
ment, and Home Country , in which he 
pioneered a new way of looking at the 
nation’s politics and business 
community. 

At UVic, Newman will teach a crea¬ 
tive writing workshop in non-fiction. 

He will take up his professorship at 
UVic this fall, and begin teaching 
classes early in 1986. 

Having recently completed Company 
of Adventurers , a three-volume history 
of the Hudson’s Bay Company, once the 
largest private landowner in the world, 
he continues to write a column for 
Maclean's , and to host his weekly televi¬ 
sion show Everybody’s Business on the 
Global Network. 

To conduct the research for Company , 
Newman has had unlimited access to 
over 68 tons of archival material at the 
company’s headquarters in Winnipeg, 
and has travelled from the abodes of the 
Swampy Cree and Inuit who still trade 
with the HBC’s outposts in northern 
Canada, to the private drawingrooms of 
business leaders in London’s financial 
districts. 

Born 56 years ago in Vienna, Newman 
came to Canada on a wartime scholar¬ 
ship in 1940 to attend Upper Canada 
College, then earned his B.A. and 
M.B.A. at the University of Toronto, 
while working his way through college 
as a gold miner in Northern Quebec dur¬ 
ing the summers and as a magician in 
Eaton’s Toy town at Christmas. 

After serving a five-year apprentice¬ 
ship with the Financial Post , Newman 
joined Maclean’s in 1957, and was 


appointed Ottawa editor. The political- 
books that resulted from his coverage of 
the Ottawa scene, including Renegade 
in Power and The Distemper of Our 
Times , led to a new style of reporting 
Canadian public affairs. 

He became editor-in-chief of The 
Toronto Daily Star in 1969, champion¬ 
ing many innovations there and giving 
the editorial staff unprecedented free¬ 
dom. Time and again able to reconstruct 
details of political crises, Newman 
received the National Newspaper 
Award in 1966. 

In 1971 he returned to Maclean’s as 
editor, and over the next decade turned 
the magazine from a general interest 
monthly into a weekly news magazine, 
multiplying its editorial staff from 11 to 
76 and increasing its authority and 
influence. 

Throughout his career, Newman has 
involved himself in documentary televi¬ 
sion and written several hour-long pro¬ 
grams including The Tenth Decade 
which won the Michener Award in Jour¬ 
nalism, The Style is the Man Himself , 
and Hail and Farewell , which won the 
CBC Wilderness Award. 

Out of Newman’s reportage of the 
Canadian business scene grew the 
seven-part CBC television series The 
Canadian Establishment which cap¬ 
tured three ACTRA awards. 

Newman’s most recent book, pub¬ 
lished in 1983 was True North: not 
Strong and Free , a critique of Canada’s 
defence establishment. 

His book sales well surpass the million 
copy mark. 

Newman has been named an Officer 
of the Order of Canada and has received 
three honorary degrees. 

“We are delighted that Mr. Newman 
will be joining the university commun¬ 
ity,” said Prof. Murray Fraser, Vice 
President Academic. “In addition to 
teaching, he has expressed interest in 
assisting the university in program 
development and fund-raising. I am cer¬ 
tain the university will benefit from his 
considerable expertise.” 


Morton heads College of Art

Professor Douglas Morton, Dean of Fine 
Arts at UVic since 1980, has been 
appointed president of the Alberta Col¬ 
lege of Art. 

Morton, 58, has been granted a two- 
year leave of absence without pay from 
UVic to take up his new position. 

His appointment at the Alberta Col¬ 
lege of Art in Calgary is effective Oct. 1 


this year. The College, a four-year, 
diploma-granting institution, became 
independent in July of this year. 

“This appointment represents an out¬ 
standing opportunity for Dean Morton 
to create a college of international sta¬ 
ture,” said Professor Murray Fraser, 
UVic’s Vice-President, Academic. “He 
has done a first-class job for us in very 
difficult circumstances for the past five 
years.” 

Fraser added that UVic could not 
stand in the way of such an excellent 
opportunity for Morton, “but we are 
optimistic that he will return in 1987.” 

Morton, an artist who has received 
international acclaim, has extensive 
experience in private industry as well as 
in the academic and artistic community. 

Born in Winnipeg, Manitoba, he has 
taught at the University of Alberta, the 
University of Saskatchewan and the 
Banff School of Fine Arts. He came to 
UVic after 11 years as a professor of art 
at York university. He is a member of the 
Royal Academy of Art and has served on 
the Canada Council. 

He has held numerous administration 
positions, including Associate Dean of 
the Faculty of Fine Arts at York Univer¬ 
sity. For 13 years he was a full-time exec¬ 
utive in sales with an industrial 
equipment firm in Saskatchewan. 

Morton’s paintings are in 
more than a dozen public collections in¬ 
cluding the National Gallery of Canada 
and in numerous private collections. 


Dewey: to join Ministry of Universities, Science and Communications 

Dewey becomes Deputy Minister 


Dr. John Dewey, Associate Vice- 
President and Dean of Graduate Studies 
at UVic has been appointed Deputy Min¬ 
ister of Universities, Science and Com¬ 
munications for the Province of British 
Columbia, effective October 1, 1985. 

Dewey replaces A.E. Soles who is 
retiring. 

Dewey, 55, has resigned his positions 
as Dean of Graduate Studies, Associate 
Vice-President, Academic for Research 
and Acting Dean of Engineering. He 
will remain a professor of physics at 
UVic, seconded to the Provincial 
Government during his time as Deputy 
Minister. 

“We are-sorry to lose an administrator 
and researcher of Dr. Dewey’s stature,” 
said UVic President Dr. Howard Petch. 
“He has served this University in many 
senior academic positions in the past 12 
years. We wish him every success in his 
new role as Deputy Minister.” 

Dewey’s field of research includes 
shock waves, blast waves and high¬ 
speed photography and he is the holder 
of several large research grants from the 
Natural Science and Engineering 
Research Council (NSERC) and other 
agencies. 

Born in England, he received his B.Sc. 
and Ph.D. Degrees from the University 
of London and worked from 1956 to 1965 
at the Suffield Experimental Station 
where he became head of the Aerophys- 
ics and Shock Tube Section. 

He joined the Department of Physics 
at UVic in 1965 and from 1973 to 1977 
was Dean of Academic Affairs. He 
became Dean of Graduate Studies in 
1977 and Associate Vice-President in 
1982. He also served as Acting Dean of 
Human and Social Development in 
1977-78. 

A member of the UVic Senate from 
1968, Dewey chaired numerous commit¬ 
tees on campus, from planning to pat¬ 
ents. He also played a major role in 
provincial and national organizations. 
From 1980 to 1982, he was President of 


the Canadian Association of Graduate 
Schools and was on the executive of the 
Canadian Association of University 
Research Administrators from 1981- 
1984. 

In March of this year Dewey was 
named Chairman of the Science Council 
of B.C. He is a member of the Manpower 
Task Force of NSERC and has served on 
the TRIUMF Board of Management and 
as a Vice-Chairman of the B.C. Research 
Council. 

Dr. Patrick McGeer, Minister of Uni¬ 
versities, Science and Communications, 
said he was pleased that “a scientist and 
administrator of Dr. Dewey’s calibre” 
has accepted the position of Deputy 
Minister. 

“His work in the field of physics is 
well-known nationally. His experience 
as a senior university administrator and 
as Chairman of the Science Council of 
B.C. will be invaluable.” 


Macey named 
Acting Dean 

Dr. Samuel Macey, a professor of Eng¬ 
lish at UVic, has been appointed Acting 
Dean of Graduate Studies, effective 
Sept. 1 to July 1, 1986. 

Macey was appointed to a 10 month 
term as acting dean by the UVic Board 
of Governors following the resignation 
of Dr. John Dewey as Dean of Graduate 
Studies.

fellowship 

Dr. Peter Wan of the UVic Chemistry 
Department has been awarded a $14,000 
Cottrell fellowship by the Research Cor¬ 
poration, a foundation established in 
1912 by Dr. Frederick Cottrell for the 
advancement of science and technology. 

The grant has been awarded to Wan to 
enable him to purchase a light source for 
use in studies of photochemical reac¬ 
tions of organic compounds, and to hire 
a summer research assistant. 

Wan’s research in the field of organic 
chemistry investigates light-induced 
reaction in aqueous mediums especially 
those that are new and display catalytic 
effects. The research shows that aqueous 
medium can induce photochemical reac¬ 
tions of a wide variety of organic mole¬ 
cules previously thought unreactive. 

Wan joined the UVic Chemistry 
Department in September 1984 after 
completing an eight month post-doctoral 
position at Columbia University and 
completing his doctoral degree at the 
University of Toronto. 

Cottrell Research Grants are ordinar- 
** ily awarded to faculty members in the 
natural sciences in the early stages of 
their careers in need of start-up funds, 
especially for vital pieces of equipment. 

Located in Tuscon, Arizona, Research 
Foundation has made some 10,000 
grants totaling more than $75 million to 
support college and university research. 

•The Research Corporation is sup¬ 
ported by an endowment of $50 million 
created through the development of its 
founder’s invention, the electrostatic 
precipitator, which is a primary means 
of controlling industrial air pollution 
from smelters, power, chemical and 
other manufacturing plants. 

The discoveries which Research Cor¬ 
poration has patented and licensed to 
industry for development and marketing 
include cortisone, antibiotics and anti¬ 
cancer drugs, the first heart-lung 
machine, process for synthesizing 
vitamins A, B, and Bi2, the laser con¬ 
cept, the cyclotron and the computer 
memory core.
